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The Board of Trustees presents herewith the record of 
the year just closed. 

While these reports give a general idea of the scope of 
the Institution’s usefulness and the extent of its labors, 
there remains, nevertheless, much that these printed 
pages alone cannot convey. They cannot adequately 
stm up all the unselfish work accomplished, all the pain 
and suffering relieved; not only in this place, but in many 
a distant part, by the medical men who return to their 
homes better equipped by systematic study to act as true 
physicians. Such things cannot be measured and dis- 
played in comparative tables, and yet they form the truest 
index of the Institution’s success. That the past year 
has not been a failure is well shown by the “grateful 
patients,” who in so many ways have demonstrated their 
appreciation of what has been done for them here; by the 
scarcity of criticism and complaint, and by the ever-grow- 
ing belief that the Polyclinic is a good place to be sent to, 
“because so many people get well there.”’ 

The’ Polyclinic has a twofold character. It is not only 
a post-graduate school for the instruction of physicians, 
and as such a necessary factor in making Philadelphia 
the great medical centre that it is, but it is also a charita- 
ble institution, in which the sick and injured poor receive 
the best of medical and surgical attendance; while pro- 
vision is also made for the reception and care of pay 
patients. 

Although the Polyclinic cannot lay claim to great en- 
dowments, it has what is a far truer foundation, a clearly 
defined field to fill, and is fortunate in the active zeal of 
its staff in keeping abreast of the times from, PRED, humani- 
tarian and scientific standpoints. © Se eis 2 38 
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The Polyclinic should be educational not only to its 
pupils, but by honest and conscientious management — 
should prove so to all connected with it, teaching them 
by the insight secured into the conduct of its affairs the 
stand which a true “professional etiquette” demands, and 
showing that the care and treatment of bodily ills is one 
of the highest callings which man can follow. 

The past year has been one of steady advance, both in 
the care of patients and in methods of organization, and 
the internal condition of the Institution is now most sat- 
isfactory. It is worthy of comment that with more than 
200 persons—professional and lay—actively interested in — 
its affairs, the various bodies which are the component 
parts of the Polyclinic’s working force, have moved in 
such harmony and co-operation. 

The work of the Hospital during the past year and its 
increase over the preceding year are briefly as follows:—

The total number of visits made to the Dispensary dur- 
ing the year was 77,000. The number of clinics held each 
week was 136, in which the services of 138 professors, 
adjunct professors, lecturers, instructors, and clinical as- 
sistants were engaged. There were 303 free cases treated 
in the wards of the Hospital. During the year an average 
of II operations under ether were performed each week. 

On account of scarcity of funds two wards have been 
closed since last June. It is, however, gratifying to note 
that notwithstanding this fact the number of cases treated 
in the house has increased. 3 

During the year just ended the finances of the Institu- 
tion have given your Board considerable anxiety, both 
from the fact that the largely growing number of patients 
treated has réstitéd : in. iacteased. ‘expenditures, and be- 
cause, wader the at enc with ‘Gévernor Hastings, none 
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of the State appropriation for 1896 has been paid. Your 
Board has therefore been obliged to borrow money to 
the amount of the State appropriation, which is now un- 
paid for thirteen months, in order to provide for the run- 
ning expenses of the Institution. 

On December 31st, 1896, the floating debt of the In- 
stitution was $23,055.44; $16,000 being temporary loans 
and $7055.44 outstanding bills. To offset these amounts 
$13,541.66 are due from the State of Pennsylvania, and 
$1080.48 were in the hands of the Treasurer, leaving an 
actual deficit of $8433.30 at the end of the year; an in- 
crease of $3332.02 over the deficit at the close of 1895. 

The mortgage debt has been reduced $1100 through 
the action of the Faculty in creating a sinking fund for 
this purpose, to which 20 per cent. of its gross receipts 
from students’ fees are applied. The Faculty also pays 
the interest on the first mortgage. 

The second mortgage loan, on which 5,4, per cent. inter- 
est was being paid, matured on November Ist, 1896. 
Your Board was successful in securing its extension for 
five years at 44 per cent., which will result in an annual 
saving of $125.10 in interest charges on the amount out- 
standing. 

Your Board has presented the following application for 
State aid for the two coming years to the Board of Public 
Charities, and has received the favorable recommendation © 
of that body:— . 

“The Philadelphia Polyclinic and College for Graduates in Medicine 
would respectfully ask that you recommend to the Legislature an appro- 
priation to it of $40,000 for maintenance and $10,000 for furnishing and 
apparatus for the next two years. 

““The above are the same amounts which were asked for by this In- 
stitution two years ago and which were recommended by you to the 
Legislature at that time. 

‘During the past two years the work of the Institution has greatly in- 
creased, while its income, even at that time less than its needs, has re- 
mained stationary, and the present time finds it much hampered for 
funds, on which account two wards have been kept closed since last 
Spring. 

“The Board therefore earnestly asks that you recommend the sums 
named, which are the least amounts which will enable the Hospital and 
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College to properly carry on their work during the coming two years, as 
the smaller sum appropriated by the Legislature during the past and 
present year has not been sufficient to enable it to use its full facilities in 
either of its departments. 

“The following figures will give some idea of the volume of its 
work :—

‘We would especially call your attention to the fact that this Institu-. 


tion is the only one of this kind in the State, being a general hospital 
and also a college for the post-graduate instruction of physicians, and 
that it fills a clearly felt want in the community as a charitable and edu- 
cational institution.”’ 


It was thought wise to ask for the smallest possible 
amount which will enable the Institution to carry on its 
work successfully during the coming two years, and to 
make an earnest effort to secure favorable action from the 
Legislature and Governor. 

During the year the following legacies have bats left 
the Institution: from the Executors of the Estate of 
Simon Muhr 5 per cent. of one-third of the residuary es- 
tate, of which $2456.02 have already been received in cash 
and securities; under the will of Hosier Leslie Frederick 
Morgan the Institution has received $175; from the Ex- 
ecutors of the Estate of Julia A. Phillips $877.40. Under 
the will of Jacob M. Gemmill, deceased, the Polyclinic has 
been named as one of the provisional legatees of the re- 
siduary estate. Under the will of Sarah Phillips, deceased, 
the Institution is to receive $10,000. 

Barclay Lippincott, Esq., has endowed a perpetual free 
bed in memory of Mary Lippincott. Dr. and Mrs. S. D. 
Risley have endowed a bed in the Children’s Ward for 
one year in memory of Florence G. Risley. A Friend of 
the Flower Committee has continued to support the

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met. S, Crips M. B., the M. B. Surgical Bed;' Miss 
Annie Waln, the Waln Free Bed; and the Ladies’ Aid 
Society its Free Bed for Accidents for part of the year. 

Grateful acknowledgment must be made not only of 
the bequests and endowments already mentioned, but 
also of the numerous gifts which are recorded on pages 75 
to 78, and which have done much to relieve the many 
needs of the Hospital. Special acknowledgment must be 
made to Director of Public Safety Frank M. Riter for his 
personal interest in inspecting and approving the fire es- 
capes; to the Bureau of Public Works for placing Nau- 
dain Street on the list of streets to be repaved with 
asphalt; to the Choirs which have been in regular attend- 
ance on Sunday afternoons, and to the many friends who, 
through word and action, have contributed to the success- 
ful prosecution of the year’s work. 

Donation Day, which is held under the auspices of the 
Ladies’ Aid Society, was marked by the receipt of many 
and valuable gifts, which are duly acknowledged else- 
where. | 

Special thanks must also be given to the members of 
the Ladies’ Aid Society and others who contributed to 
the success of the Christmas entertainment. 

The members of the Ladies’ Aid Society have continued 
to take a lively interest in the welfare of the Hospital and 
have done much in various ways to assist in its charitable 
work. In addition to a large number of miscellaneous 
donations, the Society has paid $1238.67 to the Trustees. 

The work of the College Department has been success- 
fully carried on by the members of the Faculty, and record 
must be made of the conscientious and unselfish work 
they have done during the year. 

Although the School, in common with many other 
educational institutions, has felt the effects of the hard 
times, there having been 26 less students in attendance 
than during 1895, the quality of the instruction has been 
kept on a high plane, and several new chairs created dur- 
ing the year have still further broadened the scope of its 
instruction. 
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It must be borne in mind that all fees from students are 
paid directly into the Faculty treasury, and that the mem- 
bers of the Faculty not only receive no compensation for 
their services, but are assessed for the support of the 
Institution, and they have paid $2233.69 for this purpose 
during the year just closed. The total amount paid by 
the College Department during the year for special pro- 
fessional services was less than $500. ‘The report of the 
President of the Faculty gives a detailed account of the 
progress of the College Department. 

The year just past has been a very important one in the 
history of the Training School for Nurses, as on October 
Ist the course of instruction in this department was 
lengthened from two to three years. This change will re- 
sult not only in giving increased efficiency to the nursing 
force, but will enable the School to give its pupils a very 
thorough and systematic course of training. 

The new Children’s Ward, which was opened in the early 
part of the year, has proved a most useful and necessary 
addition to the facilities of the Hospital, and is often taxed 
to its full capacity. Endowments for additional free beds 
in it are much needed. 

Through lack of funds many necessary alterations and 
repairs have been delayed, as your Board has felt it unwise 
to make any expenditures which could possibly be avoided. 
It is therefore hoped that through the liberality of friends 
of the Institution the coming year may see the accom- 
plishment of many delayed plans. 

Owing to the large growth of the Out-Patient Depart- 
ment and the establishment of new clinics, the first floor 
of the building is proving too small for the requirements 
of this department. A power laundry is still one of the 
great needs of the Institution, as is also a suitable Nurses’ 
Home. 

A friend of the Institution has recently purchased a lot 
48 feet by 63 feet adjoining the Naudain Street front of 
the Hospital, and has agreed to turn it over to the Insti- 
tution at any time at cost. It is earnestly hoped that 
some friend may be found before long who will endow a 
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Nurses’ Home to be built on this site, the lower floors of 
which building could contain additional clinic rooms. 

Your Board would once more earnestly call attention 
to the need of more endowed beds in order that the 
already over-taxed resources of the Hospital may be bet- 
ter able to meet the constant demands made upon it. 

Mr. J. Frank Speer continues to be the Executive Off- 
cer of the Hospital, and as of old shows an intelligent 
interest in the administration of the numerous duties 
which so fully occupy his time and attention. 

To Miss Banfield, the Superintendent of the Training 
School, are due the grateful thanks of the Board for the 
very efficient administration of the Nursing and House- 
hold Departments, and for her successful efforts in re- 
organizing the Training School and arranging the many 
details resulting from the establishment of the longer 
course of instruction. 

The employees of every station in the Hospital de- 
serve the thanks of the Board for the satisfactory way in 
which they have performed their respective duties, as well 
as for the object lesson they have given of what good 
results can be obtained from co-operation and honest 
_ work under the direction of intelligent officers. 

It is the aim of your Board to conduct this Institution 
so that in administration and the care of its patients it 
shall be second to none, and in the realization of this aim 
it has had the constant co-operation of the Faculty and 
House Officers. é 

The policy of the Polyclinic in the future, as in the 
past, must be to attempt nothing which cannot be done 
well, to advance its standards, and improve the quality 
of its work, to give more than it promises, and to remem- 
ber constantly that ‘‘to heal the sick” must ever be the 
first thought and the education of physician and nurse the 
secondary object.

REPORT OF THE COLLEGE DEPARTMENT. 


' PRESENTED TO THE CORPORATORS JANUARY IIth, 1897. 


In accordance with the custom that requires the Presi- 
dent of the Faculty to present a brief record of the work 
and state of your Institution in those departments which 
are more particularly under the care of the Faculty, namely, 
the dispensary and the teaching, I have the honor to report 
that the gratifying progress noted by my predecessors 
continues. The number of patients treated during the 
year in all departments, as appears from the tabulated re- 
ports submitted, has greatly increased, there having been 
an excess of 2684 new patients treated, and 10,328 visits 
paid, over the number reported last year. This is in part 
due to the hard times, driving many who would otherwise 
be able to employ physicians to seek gratuitous service; 
but it is also due in some part to the natural growth of 
the various departments in consequence of the care and 
efficiency of the members of the clinical staff. By clini- 
cal staff, I do not mean only or chiefly the members of the 
Faculty, but their assistants of high and low degree; it 
being my personal experience, and I doubt not that of my 
colleagues, that the professional success of a clinic, no less 
than the repute which it bears among its patients, depends 
as much upon the youngest assistants as upon the head of 
the department. The patience with which tedious com- 
plaints are listened to, the thoroughness, gentleness, and 
care shown in examination and record, and the tender- 
ness and consideration of the manner with which patients 
are received and dismissed, have much to do with both. 
As a body, I believe that the clinical assistants of the 
Philadelphia Polyclinic are not only professionally well 
equipped, but humane in their sentiment and kindly in 
their bearing toward the suffering poor with whom they 
are brought into daily contact. It is a matter of gratifi- 
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cation that alike from professional and personal stand- | 
points the class of men and women who apply for appoint- 
ment to clinical positions in your College is unusually 
high, and that no tendency to falling off in this respect is 
manifested. Perhaps this is due to the general knowledge 
of the fact that great care is exercised by the Faculty in 
making and confirming such appointments. Largely 
owing to the painstaking and time-consuming labors of 
my colleague, Dr. Hansell, Vice-President of the Faculty 
and Chairman of the House Committee, the general dis- 
cipline of the various departments and of the dispensary 
as a whole has been kept at a high level. 

From among the advances in scientific efficiency, most 
of which are making gradually and silently, one stands 
out this year preéminently, by reason of the great atten- 
tion which it has attracted, both among the profession 
and among the general community. I refer to the estab- 
lishment among our laboratories of a department spe- 
cially devoted to the development and application of the 

new process of examination of structures opaque to light, 
_ introduced by Professor Roentgen, and bearing his name. 
The Philadelphia Polyclinc was, if not the first, among the 
first institutions in the world to establish a Roentgen-ray 
laboratory, and the great care and skill of Dr. Stern, under 
whose conduct the department was placed, has established 
its reputation as among the best. The skiagrams or 
“X-ray picures’’ which have been here obtained have not 
been excelled by any exhibited in this city or reported 
from. other American cities, and in some instances have 
succeeded in demonstrating the presence and character of 
lesions and foreign bodies in cases in which like success has 
not attended similar efforts elsewhere. This is especially 
the case in the matter of foreign bodies in the eye, the 
demonstration of which in the living subject seems to 
have been first accomplished at the Philadelphia Poly- 
clinic Laboratory, if indeed it has ever been achieved by 
others. A number of these pictures and slides were pre- 
sented before the County Medical Society, and deservedly 
evoked general admiration. Not only the Faculty of our 
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institution, but surgeons and physicians connected with 
other institutions, have availed themselves of the facilities 
of the Roentgen-ray laboratory for the benefit of their 
hospital and private patients: Experiments are now 
making in this laboratory, conjointly by Dr. Stern and’ 
Mr. Willyoung, which promise to develop new and impor- 
tant facts in both the physical and the diagnostic relations 
of this important method. 

The number of students in attendance upon the various 
courses has not been so large as that of last year. ‘This 
is to be attributed partially to the hard times and par- 
tially to the general disturbance of society incident to the 
recent exciting election, as the falling off only became 
notable after the Presidential campaign was well under 
way. The number of tickets issued during the year was in 
all 174, which were taken by 117 physicians of various 
States and countries, as appears from the detailed report 
hereto appended. These pupil-physicians have, like their 
predecessors, become warmly attached to the Philadelphia 
Polyclinic, and may be depended upon to send us their 
friends, and some of them to return to Philadelphia for ad- 
ditional instruction. Their verbal expressions of satisfac- 
_tion and the letters which they write from their homes, full 
of gratitude for having been enabled better to cope with 
the difficulties of practice, are among the most pleasant re- 
wards that your Faculty receives. 

During the year a number of changes have taken place 
in the Faculty. We have to regret the resignations of Dr. 
Orville Horwitz from the chair of Genito-Urinary Surg- 
ery, and of Dr. Ernest Sangree, who leaves the chair of 
Adjunct Professor of Pathology to accept a more respon- 
sible position at Vanderbilt University. 

Dr. Judson Daland has been appointed an additional 
Professor of Diseases of the Chest; Dr. J. D. Moore, Ad- 
junct Professor of Diseases of the Rectum; Dr. Hil- 
ary M. Christian, Adjunct Professor of Genito-Urinary 
Surgery; Dr. David Riesman, Adjunct Professor of Clini- 
cal Medicine and Therapeutics; Dr. A. O. J. Kelly, Ad- 
junct Professor of Pathology, and Dr. J. Torrance Rugh, 
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Adjunct Professor of Orthopedic Surgery. The addition 
of these new members has strengthened the’ teaching 


corps, and the deserved promotion accorded to a number > 


of faithful assistants by their elevation to the Faculty, in 
continuance of the policy established early in the history of 
our institution, has served to strengthen the loyalty of the 
members of the junior staff, and to encourage them to 
put forth their best efforts. 

A new Clinical Department, devoted to the treatment 
of Defects of Speech, has been established, with Dr. G. 
Hudson Makuen in charge as Lecturer upon this topic. 
So far as I am aware, it is the first of its kind, and the ne- 


cessity and usefulness of this advance in medical teaching ~ 


has been already strikingly demonstrated by the success 
of the new clinic. 

The Philadelphia Polyclinic continues to be published 
as-a weekly journal, and appears to be successful and well 
thought of. 

The scientific work of the members of the Faculty and 
their assistants is indicated by the list of contributions 
to professional literature made by them during 1896, 
which is printed on page 45, and following pages. 

_ The increasing efficiency of the nursing and the high 
standard of the Training School are matters upon which 
the Trustees and Faculty may exchange mutual congratu- 
lations; and in expressing thanks to Mr. Speer and Miss 
Banfield for their devoted services and their cordial co- 
operation with the Faculty, I voice the unanimous senti- 
ment of my colleagues. 

Acknowledgment should also be made of the indebted- 
ness of the College to Mr. William S. Leffman, the Fac- 
ulty’s clerk, whose work and whose personal interest in 
the matters confided to his care have had no little share in 
promoting the comfort and satisfaction of pupil physi- 
cians, and have much lightened the burden of administra- 
tive routine. :

TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


REPORT OF THE TRAINING SCHOOL CO/PIMITTEE, 


PRESENTED TO THE CORPORATORS JANUARY IIth, 1897. 


The Training School Committee takes great pleasure !n 
reporting the School in excellent condition. The nurs- 
ing force of the Hospital is thoroughly organized, and 
doing more efficient service than at any time in its recent 
history. 

The personnel of the School has been improved by ac- 
cepting as probationers only those whose credentials and 
previous education indicated their capability for the work. 
If their probation did not give promise of efficiency, or led 
to any doubt as to their suitability for the vocation of a 
nurse, they were not admitted as pupil nurses. 

This the Superintendent has been able to do because of 
the large number of applications for entrance to the 
‘School. | 

A thorough and systematic graded course of instruc- 
tion, as noted in our last report, has been given and ex- 
tended in several directions, notably in a careful didactic 
course in obstetrical nursing to the senior class and a 
practical course in bacteriology. 

During the year the course of training was extended, 
after the approval of the Board of Trustees, from two to 
three years. It then became necessary to give the four 
members of the School who had reached the end of the two 
years’ training for which they had entered their choice as 
to whether to take their diplomas or remain for the third 
year and enter the senior class. ‘Two members of the class 
chose to remain, and the others, together with a post- 
graduate nurse, were graduated at the Commencement of 
the Training School in October. At present the School 
is composed of fifteen pupil nurses, five probationers, one 
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Assistant Superintendent, and one Night Superintendent, 
the two latter being graduates. 

Four of these nurses are employed in the operating 
rooms and clinics, and one in the housekeeping depart- 
ment. Although this work is of signal advantage in the 
training of a nurse, it nevertheless reduces seriously the 
nursing force actually engaged in the wards and private 
rooms, and frequently makes it inadequate for the de- 
mands made upon it, but the total number of nurses can- 
not be increased for lack of accommodation in the Hos- 
pital for a larger number. 

Acknowledgment must be made to Dr. Griffith for the 
services he has rendered in watching over and maintaining 
the health of the nursing force. 

We have the pleasure of presenting herewith the de- 
tailed report of the Superintendent of the School.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT: OF THE NURSES’ 
TRAINING SCHOOL. 


GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to inform you that the 
progress of the School during the past year has been very 
satisfactory. The practical work continues to improve, 
whilst the examiners express themselves as being much 
gratified with the results of the system of instruction to 
which they so kindly gave their aid. 

The Faculty prize offered to the nurse attaining the 
highest average of marks at the end of her third year is 
much valued, as showing the interest which the Staff take 
in the advancement of the Training School; so also the 
first year prize, given by the Chairman of your Committee. 

An Alumnae Association has been formed, through 
which we hope to keep in touch with former members of 
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the School, and to encourage them to maintain a high 
standard in our profession. 

The health of the nurses has been exceptionally good; 
one slight case of measles, in the early part of the year, 
being the most serious case I have to report. 

It is gratifying to find that the lengthening of the term 
of training from two to three years has not in any way 
reduced the number of applications for admission to the 
School.

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ORGANIZATION. 


The Training School is un- 
der the control of a commit- 
tee. Application for admis- 
sion to the School must be 
addressed to the Superintend- 
ent of the Nurses’ Training 
School. Personal application 
may be made any morning, 
except Sunday, between the 
hours of 9 A. M. and 12 noon. 

The Training School Com- 
Mettee. clirects the. general 
course of training and instruc- 
tion of nurses. 

The School is non-sectarian, 
but all pupils are expected to attend the church they pre- 
fer once on Sunday. 

The Superintendent of the Training School is the exec- 
utive head of the School, to whom all details in the daily 
routine of hospital work in nursing and household affairs 
are committed. The appointment of nurses for the sev- 
eral wards and private rooms are made by her. 

Applicants approved by the Superintendent will be ad- 
mitted for two months on trial. They will receive board, 
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lodging, washing, and, in case of illness, medical attend- 
ance free, but will receive no other compensation. Upon 
their acceptance as pupils they will receive the necessary 
class books for the current year; thereafter five dollars per 
month during their first two years, and twelve dollars per 
month, with uniform, during the third year. This sum is 
allowed for text books and expenses incidental to the 
School, and is in no way intended as salary. The instruc- | 
tion given is considered a full equivalent for services. 

Candidates must be able to read aloud, to write legibly 
and accurately from dictation, to take notes of lectures 
and understand arithmetic, z. ¢., multiplication, division, 
fractions, and percentages. An examination in these 
branches will be held during the probationary months, and 
candidates will not be accepted as pupils of the School un- 
less they pass it satisfactorily. A normal school or other 
certificate will be accepted in place of this examination. 

The term of instruction is three years. Examinations 
are held at stated periods. Nurses entering at intermedi- 
ate dates are expected to take the examination approxi- 
mating most nearly to the date of their entrance, adding 
thereto all sick leave, and to remain in the School until 
after their final examination. 

A prize valued at twenty-five dollars is presented by 
the Faculty to the nurse attaining the highest average of 
marks at the end of her third year. A prize is also pre- 
sented by the Chairman of the Training School Committee 
to the nurse who stands at the head of the first-year class. 

Except under special circumstances, failure to pass the 
examinations at the end of the first year is considered suf- 
ficient cause for the termination of a pupil’s connection 
with the School. 

Day nurses are on duty from 7 A. M. until 7 P. M., and, 
Hospital duties permitting, are allowed two hours off duty 
daily. Also half an hour in the morning, between 9 and 
10 A. M., when they are required to make their beds, &c., 
and half an hour for dinner. Day nurses are given an 
afternoon each week, from 2 P. M. until 10 P. M., and part 
of Sunday. 
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Every nurse will be required to serve a portion of her 
time in the housekeeping department. 

A vacation of two weeks is allowed during the first year, 
and three weeks during the second and third year. 

The Operating Room and Amphitheatre are both under 
the charge of the Assistant Superintendent, and of a 
senior nurse apppointed by the Superintendent of the 
School to this special duty. She may have one or more 
pupil nurses appointed to assist her. It shall be her duty 
to keep the room in order, prepare for operations, sterilize 
instruments and other apparatus, care for instruments, &c. 

Lectures will be given every week by members of the 
Faculty, the Resident Physicians, the Superintendent of 
the School, and her Assistant. Instruction will include:— 

1. Elementary anatomy and physiology. 

2. Making beds, moving, changing, giving bath in bed, 
prevention of bed sores. 

3. Bandaging and making rollers. 

4. Care of medical, surgical, gynecological, and ophthal- 
mic patients, and the nursing of children. 

5. Dressing of wounds, use of catheter, administration 
of enemas, application of blisters, fomentations, poultices, 
cups, and leeches. 

6. Diet for the sick, with practical instruction in cook- 
ing. 

7. Massage. 

8. Housekeeping in institutions, buying of stores, mar- 
keting, &c. 

9g. Keeping of charts and records. 

10. Preparation of room for general and special opera- 
tions, including the eye. 

11. Elementary bacteriology, taking of throat cultures 
for the physician, &c. 

12. Principles of antiseptics and sterilization.

An examination in these branches will be held during 
the probationary months, and candidates will not be ac- 
cepted as pupils of the School unless they pass it satisfac- 
torily. A normal school or other certificate will be ac- 
cepted in place of this examination. _ 

The term of instruction is three years. Examinations 
are held at stated periods. Nurses entering at interme- 
diate dates are expected to take the examination approxi- 
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mating most nearly to the date of their entrance, adding 
thereto all sick leave, and to remain in the School until 
after their final examination. 

A prize valued at twenty-five dollars is presented by the 
Faculty to the nurse attaining the highest average of 
marks at the end of her third year. A prize is also pre- 
sented by the Chairman of the Training School Commit- 
tee to the nurse who stands at the head of the first-year 
class. : 

Except under special circumstances, failure to pass the 
examinations at the end of the first year is considered suf- 
ficient cause for the termination of a pupil’s connection 
with the School. 

Accepted candidates when coming to the Training 
School should be provided with the following articles: 2 or 
3 gingham or calico dresses, plainly made; 12 white aprons, 
made of white linen, as follows: length—3 inches shorter 
than the dress, before washing; band—z2 inches wide, and 
fastened with two buttons. Hem on bottom 4 inches, 
deep, square bib, with straps over shoulder crossing at the 
back and buttoning to waistband. Apron when finished 
. to be not less than 2 yards wide. 

Caps, to be obtained after acceptance as pupil. 

Two bags for soiled clothing, a large colored one and a 
small white one, marked with the full name. 

A good supply of plain underclothing, every article to 
be plainly marked with the owner’s full name. 

Pupils when on duty are required to wear the dress pre- 
scribed by the Hospital, which is striped gingham, with 
white apron and cap, linen collar and cuffs. Probationers 
are not allowed to wear dresses of the same stripe. 

Pupils are cared for gratuitously when ill, but the time 
so lost must be made up. 

Nurses are advised to wear broad-toed and flat-heeled 
boots that do not make much noise. 

If the teeth are out of order in any way they must 
receive attention before coming for the probationary 
months. | 

Candidates should remember that they come on trial for 
two months; their acceptance as pupils will depend wholly 
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upon the developments of that term, regardless of the pe- 
culiar circumstances of any particular case. The decision 
when rendered is final. The reasons for the rejection of a 
probationer are not given, neither are personal letters re- 
turned. 

As the result of the trial is uncertain, applicants should 
consider carefully so that undue disappointment shall not 
follow an unsuccessful venture. : 
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AGREETIENT WITH PUPIL NURSES. 


We, the undersigned, hereby severally agree to faith- 
fully serve the Philadelphia Polyclinic and College for 
Graduates in Medicine as Nurses in the Training School of 
the Hospital, under instruction of the said Institution, for 
the full term of three years, without absenting ourselves, 
unless by consent of the Superintendent; to give our en- 
tire time and services to the said Institution; and to com- 
ply with all the rules and regulations of the Training 
School for Nurses now in force, or which shall at any time 
hereafter be adopted by the Institution. 

In consideration whereof the Philadelphia Polyclinic 
and College for Graduates in Medicine agrees to give in- 
struction in practical nursing; to furnish board and lodg- 
ing and reasonable laundry work; to pay five dollars a 
month for the term of two years and twelve dollars a ~ 
month and uniform during the third year to each under- 
graduate nurse. 

The Philadelphia Polyclinic and College for Graduates 
in Medicine reserves the right to discharge at any time 
any nurse who may prove incompetent, insubordinate, or 
who in any way neglects to comply with the rules of the 
Institution. 

It further agrees, at the expiration of the term of three 
years, to give each nurse in training, who has passed satis- 
factory examinations, a diploma as a graduate of the 
Training School for Nurses of the Philadelphia Polyclinic 
and College for Graduates in Medicine. The first two 
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months (of the said term) shall be considered as proba- 
tionary, and at or before its expiration either party may 
withdraw from this agreement. 

We the undersigned undergraduate or pupil nurses sev- 
erally give our consent to the above agreement. | 
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INSTRUCTIONS TO POST-GRADUATE NURSES. 


The Philadelphia Polyclinic is not only a thoroughly 
equipped Hospital but a College, designed for the in- 
struction of practicing physicians. It is composed of var- 
ious special departments, each in charge of teachers de- 
voted to a special line of practice, who are also teachers 
in the Nurses’ Training School. The Institution is thus 
enabled to offer unusual facilities to post-graduate nurses 
to study the most recent methods of instruction in one or 
more special branches, including Ophthalmology, Gyne- 
cology, Operating Room work, Massage, Electricity, 
Housekeeping, and Cooking—although none of these 
courses are given apart from that on General Nursing. 

Graduate nurses are admitted to these special courses of 
training for six months, or longer if desired, on compliance 
with the rules of admission. 

No salary is given, but board, lodging, and a reasonable 
amount of laundry is allowed. 

They are requested to state in writing:— 

1. The name of their Training School and term of 
training. 

2. When they graduated, and whether they have since 
been engaged in hospital or private nursing; if in a hos- 
pital, state name of hospital and office held; if in private 
nursing, name two prominent physicians for whom they 
have nursed, and to whom they are well known. 

A certificate (signed by the Chairman of the Training 
School Committee and by the Superintendent of the 
School) is given at the end of the course, provided the 
student has been satisfactory. 
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Post-graduates may wear their own uniform, provided 
it is not white; but must wear the cap of the Polyclinic 
Hospital Training School during their term of service. 

They will be in every respect subject to the rules and 
discipline of the School. 

Post-graduates who accept a vacancy to commence on 
a specified date are expected to fulfill their engagement 
with the Hospital; if they in the meantime make any other 
engagement, they should at once communicate with the 
Superintendent of the School, giving at least two months’ 
notice before the date fixed for their entering the School.

Ninth Annual Report of the Ladies’ Aid 
Society of the Polyclinic Hospital. 


The Ladies’ Aid Society in presenting its Ninth Annual 
Report feels that it can look back upon a year of pleasant 
and successful work, and faces the opening year strong in 
the undiminished loyalty of its members and with an 
earnest desire to increase its energies and usefulness. 

The Society congratulates the Management on the 
cleanliness and neatness of the Hospital, the efficiency of 
the Kitchen Department, and the discipline and order ob- 
servable in the Institution. 

Nearly all the household articles needed by the Hospital 
have been furnished, as usual, by the Society through its 
Committee on Supplies. The Furnishing Committee has 
met once a week during the winter months, and has rolled 
5631 bandages. The Library Committee has collected 
books and magazines for the use of the patients. 

“A Friend,” through the Flower Committee, has again 
'Gonated money to support the “F. H..S.” Free Crib for 
one year. This Committee provided flowers for the pa- 
tients at Easter and Thanksgiving, and filled 11 window 
boxes in the month of June. It has been greatly aided by 
the Flower Committee of the Church of the Holy Trinity, 
the Delta Beta Society, the Philadelphia Flower, Fruit and 
Ice Mission, which sent flowers once a week from May till 
October, and by the Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union of Delaware County, which sent flowers donated by 
& ». Pennock during the rest of the year. Thanks are 
also due Miss Shrigley for the faithfulness and regularity 
with which she has visited the Hospital with flowers from 
the two last named organizations. 

_ Through the efforts of Mrs. Hazard, Chairman of the 

Hospital Fund Committee, assisted by Mrs. Wood, a very 
successful entertainment was given on February 26th 
which added $110 to the funds of the Society. 
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A new committee was formed in September to make 
and sell aprons for the benefit of the Hospital, and thus 
far has worked with gratifying success. 

The Society has continued to raise money for the sup- 
port of a Free Bed for Accidents, and has paid the wages 
of a scrubber during the year. 

After the opening of the children’s ward the Society 
set to work to complete the endowment of the Free Bed 
for Crippled Children, and it is with deep gratitude to 
those who have aided this object that it announces that 
the last $100 is promised, and that by the time this report 
is in print the Free Bed for Crippled Children will be en- 
dowed in perpetuity to run for the entire year. 

Donation Day was fixed for November 19th, and a com- 
mittee of ladies was on duty on that day to receive the valu- 
able donations of money, groceries, provisions, and house- 
hold articles, which came in larger quantities than ever 
before. The Society has raised nearly twice as much 
money as last year. 

In conclusion, the Society would respectfully call the at- 
tention of its friends to the Apron Committee, which will 
be glad to receive orders for aprons of any kind and will 
furnish them at reasonable prices, and to the incomplete 
endowments of two free beds.
